band both the present parties nud begin 
anew with a sole reference to finance, which 
is impossible, ns well as absurd. 


Were such a course to bo adopted, wo 


should have two parties each with "one 
idea," and nothing beside. 
AVith resump- 


tion assured, It is "an idea" over which the 
masses of tho people would make no con- 
test. The men who ndvise this course talk 
as though it were certain that if the Re- 
publicans would abandon all elfjo, nud plant 
themselves squarely on tho hard money pint- 
form, BO called, they will be sure of sucoesp. 
But this is by no means certain. Without 
nu expression of opinion as to tbo merits of 
the money question as presented, wo may 
well ask for tho indications of public sonti 
ment concerning it. And if wo consider 
tho signs of the times we sboll be led to 
pnuse before having high hopes of success 
on such n narrow platform. There is no 
probability that if this wore tho only ques- 
tion at issue tbe Republicans could carry 
such states as Ohio, Maine, Indiana or oven 
Iowa and Vermont. On tbo principles in- 
volved in tho old contest all these nro toler- 
ably sure, but when such issues nro aban- 
doned the signs of the times do not point in 
thnt direction. The great strength of Gen. 
Ewing iu Ohio today is bis so called infla- 
tion doctrines.

phatically tho month for cultivation. Horso- 
hoo now all growing crops, nud Int tho work 
bo done ns continuously as other duties 
will admit of, nnd ns efficiently.

ing of potatoes before tho tubers havo 
formed, and tho not disturbing tho .soil nf- 
tho tubers have formed, seem to be tho di- 
rections to bo summarized from a genera! 
experience. The hooing of corn not only 
increases the crop, ns general testimony 
avers, but also 
as wo hnve found, in 


creases tho quality. Tho higher the ma 
miring of the fields, the more essential tho 
cultivation, which acts to direct the plant 
food absorbed into tho plant towards storage 
into fruit instead of expenditure into leal 
expansion. Tho horse hoe is rapidly dis- 
placing tho indiscriminate use of tho hand 
hoe, and properly ; with continuation of 
low prices for crops, the hand hoe will bo 
urivuu from the field, aud tho New Eugiauil 
farmer will at this lato day discover what 
tho Western farmer has found out through 
necessity, ns the large areas required to be 
maintained in order to derive a revenue 
from low prices rendered tho ham! process 
impossible.—[Scientific Farmer.
